1. Drifting with salmon nets shall be confined to 
tidal waters; and no Salmon not ot any kind shall bo 

used for Salmon in fresh watcre. 

2. Drift nets for Salmon shall not be so flslicd as to 
obstnict more than one third the width of any rivor, 

3. Fi.ohing for Salmon shall bo discontinued' from 
eight o'clock A. M. on S.iturd.iys to midnight on Sun- 
days.

Inoeusoll, July 2, 2 a. m. — There 
was a fearful outrage committotl about 
12:40 this morning by a negro named 
Noil, working hero now as a barber. 
He called at the McMurray House and 
was refused admission. He then took 
a dirk knife out of liis pocket and 
stabbed Mr. Mcllurray in a most 
frightful manner. Mr. Capron, the 
constable, and the Mc^Iurray House 
hostler, while trying to arrest the ne- 
gro, were also cut in a shocking man- 
ner. Tlie town bells are now being 
rung to arouse the citizens for the pur- 
pose of scouring tlio country for the 
wretch, and if he is caught it is feared 
he may bo lynclicd. 

Ikgersoll, July 2. — A large mob, 
numbering about one hundred and fifty, 
are on the streets notifying all the 
cohered people to leave to"wn by Satur- 
day noon. They are threatening to 
break into the Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany's Hall and take their apparatus to 
pull down a rookery on King street and 
one on Tliamos street North, whore 
Neil escaped from the mob last night. 
No further damage is reported except 
the smashing of windows. The feeling 
here is intense. Mr. McMurray is in 
a very critical condition, and the Mc- 
Murray House hostler is improving. 

Halifax, July 1. — .John R. Car- 
michael, a well-known ship-builder, and 
brother of Mr. Carmidiael, M.P. for 
Pictou, died at Now Glasgow on Satur- 
day. 

Halifa.x, June 30. — Re[)orts both of 
the fisheries and the crops in tlio Mag- 
dalen Islands are highly satisfactory. 
Capo Breton crop prospects are also 
more than usually good, and the cod 
. fishery is excellent. 

The receipts at the Halifax Custom 
House for Juno were §73,360, an in- 
crease of $G,031 over Juno of last year.- 

The total Customs receipts hero for 
the fiscal year amount to §920,353, a 
decrease compared with the previous 
year of .$91,985. 

Beports from Cape Breton siiito that 
for many years the crops have not been 
so promising as at present. Hay will 
be abundant, while gram and root crops 
promise an abundant yield. 

Ottawa, June 30.— Tiie value of 
goods entered for consumption in the 
Dominion of Canada, exclusive of 
British Columbia, during the month 
endmg May 31st, was $7,711,247, of 
this |4,9'12,446 was dutiable; duty 
coUected, $1,059,522.68. 



A movement is in progress to estab- 
lish a Government Po.stal System, un- 
der the sanction and encouragment of 
Li Hung Cliaug, Viceroy of Chihli 
. provinces. 

Reports of the diplomatic breach be- 
tween OMna and Germany are authori- 
lativelydenied. 

The Chinese authorities are making 
renewed efforts toward the conquest of 
Southern Formosa. The fortified city 
laid out on the site of the encampment 
was established by a J apanese expedi- 
tion in 1874. 

Taiwan Fu, capital of Chinese For- 
mosa, was devastated by a tornado at 
the end of last May. Great destruction 
of property and several lives were lost. 

The discovery has just been made 
that Bishop Ridel and other French 
missiomriisB are held in confinement in 
the capital of Corea and are in danger 
of death. A call has been made for 
their rescue. 

U.nu.sual and unexpected acknowl- 
odgments have been received from the 
highest Chinese authorities of the eflbrts 
by foreigners to alleviate the suflerings 
from famine. 

Bain has at last fallen in the north- 
em provinces, and faint hopes are en- 
tertained that the prolonged drought, 
with its mi.series, may soon end. But 
up to this time there is no abatement 
of the distress. 



Japan. 

YoKOiiAiiA, Juno 10. — All three of 
the iron-clads built in England for Ja- 
pan have now arrived and are ready for 
service. 

:. " Three ex-Governors of Kanagwa pro- 
'. vincc, in which Yokohama is included, 
are now under arrest on charges of fo- 
menting political disorders. 

The Japanese ])rcss laws are aI)out to 
bo modified. All imprisonments of 
journalists will bo abolished and fines 
substituted. The regulations will bo 
moderate as a whole, though one or 
two arbitrary features will still remain. 

Serious alTrays have occurred in Yo- 
kohama between the sailors of Russian 
and British ships of war. Blood is fre- 
quently shed. 

A new military college was opened 
in Tokio Juno 10th, on a plan similar 
to West Point

EUROPE. 

LoxDOK, July 12. — Considerable 
anxiety is excited about Lord Beacons- 
field's illness since it is known his 
private physician has gone to him; but 
latest news from Berlin reports the 
Premier better. 

Bi-:nLiN, July 12. — A di.s])atch says 
that in consequence of the opposition 
offered by Gortschakofl' the demolition 
of the fortifications of Batoum has not 
been made obligatory on Russia; but is 
only implied on the designation of Ba- 
toum as a commercial post. The treaty 
of Berlin is to bo printed on parchment 
and in antique type. Each signatory 
power will receive a copy, signed by all 
the pllnipotentiaries. 

A movement is reported on foot in 
Crete to ask for an English protector- 
ate over the island. It is rumored at 
Alexandria that King John has resign- 
ed the crown of Abyssinia. 



CANADA. 

Mo.vtui-:al, July 12, 11:30 a.m. — 
Twelve Orangemen have just decided not 
to walk and the police will escort thonx 
to their home-s. An attack was made 
on an Orangeman on Craig street, but 
he was quickly rescued and did not sus- 
tain much injury. 

MoNTUEAL, July 12. — Since 8 o'clock 
the city has been in commotion witli 
crowds of people on the principal 
streets and tho military marching to 
rendezvous on Chanq) de Mars. Tlui 
first blow struck in the impending con- 
fiict was by one of the Mayor's sjiocial 
constables, who deliberately assaulted 
vith his baton a bandman of the Prince 
of Wales' Rifles named Wm. Sharp at 
the corner of Jacques Carticr Square 
and Notre Dame street without any 
provocation as tho regiment was pro- 
ceeding to the point of rendezvous. The 
special escaped arrest. At 9 o'clock 
the whole military force, consisting of 
live infantry regiments, one corps of 
artillery and a troop of cavalr}', were 
drawn up on the Champa do jNIars 
under Col. Fletcher, waiting the arrival 
of General Smyth. Tlio troops looked 
well and the otlicer in command ex- 
pressed his full confidence in the men 
doing their duty loyally and well. The 
police are collected at the City Hall, 
where special constables are assembled 
with white ribbon as badges and clubs 
in their hands. They arc a despicable- 
looking lot and the police sergeant says 
the majority are jail birds. The utmost 
fear prevails that they are a dangerous 
gang, who will commit excesses if they 
get a chance. The police are in charge 
of tho mayor and the special constables 
under Deputy Chief Neigle. The 
Orangemen are determined to walk and 
are now mustering at the Orange Hall, 
St. J ames street, decorated with their 
party emblems. The procession will 
not be large, but their .sympathizers in 
the streets are many. If a conflict 
occurs it is expected to be between 
Orange Hall and Victoria Scpiare, 
whore the dangerous element is collect- 
ing in masses. The chief of police 
with four men searched the passengers 
on tho steamer from Quebec for arms, 
but found none. Some 400 or 500 were 
on board.

GREAT BRITAIN AND TURKEY 
^ PRACTICALLY ONE!

London, July 8. — ^A special from 
Berlin to the •Daily Telegraph says: 
England and Turkey have concluded a 
defensive treaty. England occupies 
Cyprus immediately, and guarantees the 
integrity of Asiatic Turkey. Tliis de- 
fensive treaty does not necessarily come 
within the scope of the deliberations of 
Congress. It is an independent con- 
tract between the Powers concerned. 
The validity of it could not be called in 
question except at the cost of a war. 
The arrangement will, however, be an- 
nounced to Congress to-day. The posi- 
tion of Cyprus will give England ab- 
solute control over the Euphrates Valley. 
A line of railway having this object in 
view is to bo constructed. No furtlier 
Russian enroachmeuts in tin's diroutiou 
will bo possible, so far as Asia is con- 
cerned. England and Turkoy will prac- 
tically form one power. 

Berlin advices state that the question 
of Batoum was at one time tho cause of 
grave apprehensiona Its settlement is 
the result of an application to the Czar 
for new instructions, Lord Beaeonslield 
having declared that unless the com- 
mercial character of Batoum were strict- 
ly guaranteetl, England would d(;ein 
herself entitled to send ironclads 
througli the straits whenever she plcias- 
ed. Various correspondents at Berlin 
agree that the settlement now reached 
implies that tho fortifications shnll Ix; 
completely dismantled, and Jio men of- 
war stationed in the harbor. 

The Post's Berlin correspondent says, 
as a compemsation for the loss of Batoinn 
the Congress has decided that the Turks 
shall retain Bayazid and the whole val- 
ley leading thereto, including vVlash- 
gord. 

The Russians estinuito their war (-.x- 
pcnditures at 988,000,000 roubles. 

London, July 9.— A Berlin corres- 
pondent says: . Considerable sensation 
was created here hy the news of the 
^Anglo-Turkish allianco and the cession 



of Cyprus. There is a feeling that the 
Oriental question lias entered upon a 
new and decisive stage, and that the 
remodelling process will continue after 
the BerUir meeting is over. No little 
curiosityj is felt respecting tho action of 
grance and Bussia in the immediate 
future. • 

London, July 9. — In tho House of 
Commons this afternoon the Under 
Secretary for the Foreign Department 
said the English ratification of tho Con- 
vention with Turkey was^'sont to Con- 
stantinople, some time ago, and overjf- 
thing is settled. 

A Paris dispatch says: The arrange- 
ment between England and Turkey, 
especially the accpiisition of Cyprus, is 
not favourably received by public opin- 
ion here. Some newspapers are very 
bitter against it. 

Pauis, July 8. — Twenty-two supple- 
mentary elections were held in Franco 
yesterday for Deputies. They rcsultetl 
in tho return of seventeen Eopublicjtns 
and three Conservatives, while in two 
instances tliere was no choice, and sec- 
ond ballots will have to be taken. 

London, July 8, — It is declared in 
Russian circles that the prospect of 
Count Sehou\-alofr succeeding Prince 
Gortschakoft" depends upon the Count's 
ability to inaugurate a policy aiming at 
an English allionca 

London, July 8. — A Berlin corres- 
pondent telegraphs that he learns from 
trustworthy sources that in St. Peters- 
burg, and still more in iMoKcow, great 
indignation is felt at the results of tho 
Congress. Tho Russian diplomatists in 
general, and plenipotentiaries at Berlin 
in particular, aro spoken of with con- 
temjjt. They do nothing, the people 
say, but mako coucession.s, anil aro 
ready to accept any humiliation to gain 
the approbation of Europe. 

INDIA. 

LoxDO.M, July 7. — A dispatch from 
Calcutta report that -1,700 houses have 
been destroyed by fire in Mnndalay. 

Bi-:uLiN, July 8. — 'Y\w Xulionnl Gaz- 
ette says that it has been informed that 
the Austrian police have discovered 
circunist.n.nces leading to the belief that 
Nobeling's attenipt on tho Emperof's 
life was connected with the interests of 
Russian Socialists, 

Nobeling is sufHcently recovered to 
bo several times examined. It is still 
doubtful whether ho will survive his 
injuries. He says ho plotted tlu> eriuu: 
alone, but communicated his intentions 
to Bomo uquaiutances who did not op- 
pose it. His present statement is be- 
lieved. 

LcxDON, July -8. — Tho Secretary of 
State for the Homo Dejiartmont has 
made the following statement in tho 
House of Commons this afternoon, in 
reply to an inquiry of Lord Hartington 
conceniing Batoum: A conditional con 
vention was concluded on the -Itii of 
June last with the Porte, England 
agreeing to defend Turkey against ag- 
gression, and the Porte ceding C'ypi'Ui;, 
which will bo inuncdiately occupied by 
England. Sir Ganiet Wolsley will 
be ap[ioiuted to administer tho aflairs 
of tho Island. 



Europp. Taking Egypt or occupying 
tho extremities of the Suez canal would 
have imrt tho feelings of Franco. She 
decided therefore upon occupying Cy- 
prus. France, in considering the abso- 
lute ne<»ssity imposed on England, will 
soon see that the occupation of Cyi^rus 
was only suggested to England by her 
ardent desire to reconcile her "absolute 
interest witl; tho .sympathies of France. 
In tho house of commons this afternoon 
Hon. Frederick A Stanley, secretary 
of state for war, said that 10,000 troops 
(Indiana) now at Malta, and three bat- 
taliions of British infantrj', will occupy 
Cypru.s. 

London, July 11. — Disraeli's treaty 
between England and Turkey is gener- 
ally recognized as a brilliant stroke of 
policy. Though his rivals do not fully 
accept its solid wisdom, its boldness and 
originality command admiration and 
add to its author's reputation. To 
British vanity Cyprus is a now whistle, 
but it remains to bo seen whether as- 
sumption of protectorate of Asiatic 
Turkey is not too high a price to pay 
for it. Some maintain that its real sig- 
nificance is that England obtains by it 
a sort of preemption claim to the region 
thus protected; to he perfected by logi- 
cal sequences of future extinction of 
Turkish power. Evidently tho prime 
minister had no other real aim tliui 
this. Certainly he has obtained at 
Berlin nothing of value to England. 
The establishment of the lino of Euro- 
j)ean Turkoy at tho Balkans, with the 
right to fortify its passes, is generally 
declared by military authorities to bo 
an element of weakness to Turkey in- 
st(.'ad of strength. 



NEW CALEDONIA. 

London, July 1 1.— Telegrams fror.i 
Sydney, N.S.W., dated July 11th, .state 
tlutt two tribes of natives have riseu 
against the government on tho island 
of Now Caledonia and massacred 1 2.5 
wliites, including women and children. 
They have also captured two military 
stations.

I didn't go back to 
the oflBce, but turned my steps toward 
my boarding place, thinking, as I walk- 
ed, that Thursday would be an uncom- 
mon day with mc, with two corpses and 
iJSOjOOO in specie in my car. 

The money was .safely deposited in 
the' car aii hour before the time for the 
train to leave, Thursday morning. It 
was securely locked in two strong, iron- 
bound chests, and when they were stow- 
ed away in the large safe, and tho heavy 
doors made fast, I thought everything 
was pretty well fixed. A few minutes 
before we pulled out two wagons pa.sscd 
l)y the car, one of them containing two 
■ coffins and tho otlicr six men, who were 
evidently acting as pall-bearers. I look- 
ed around for the bereaved brother with 
the peculiar eye, buthewas nowhere to 
be seen. I thouglit it a little strange 
that he should be absent at such a time, 
: but I forgot all about jt in a moment. 



The coliins were placed in the end of the 
car, aud after it had been arranged that 
one of the men should come into the 

ear and take a look at the bodies when 
wo arrived at Reilwooii, he shook hands 
with tho other.s and entered one of the 
coaches. As the doors closed on him, 
the bells rang and we went steaming 
away. 

It was pretty busy for an hour or 
more, and we had passed three or four 
stations before I had time to cast more 
than a usual glance toward tho quiet 
passengers at tho end of tho car. But 
after ^ little while, when I had more 
leisure, on uncontrollable wish took 
possession of mo to look at tho faces of 
the two dead men.

That red eye was stair- 
ing straight at me; and I was not mis- 
taken! for a moment my consternation 
was too gro.iL for words. I could not 
have uttered a sound, had my life de- 
pended on it. 

This man was alive after the acci- 
dent, which the paper had said caused 
the dentil of Van Scoter and Griggs,, 
and who had made arrangements for 
the transportation of their remains, 
was now hero in this coflin, to all ap- 
pearnance dead I Then I remembered 
that the bereaved stranger had said that 
his dead brother resembled him very 
closely.

When I paid my respects to the man 
with the red eye, ho smiled a little and 
remarked patronizingly: 

"You're a pretty sharp young man. 
It takes a middling keen boy to outwit 
us." 

"Permit me to sympathize with you 
in your sorrow at the loss of your dear 
brother, just a little."

ClIANOES IN THE LuNAR MOUNTAINS. 

A curious fact is a.sserted by an English 
astronomer in regard to the appearance 
of the lunar mountains, namely, the 
changes of aspect with even a small 
alteration in the angle of elevation and 
azimuth respectively produce in their 
shadows and lights. Thus, in the case 
of Cyrillus, with its rocky interior, 
when the attention is fixed on the nearly 
central mountain, it always appears in 
the morning light to have two principal 
unperforated masses. By a slight cliangc 
in tho direction of the light, the divi- 
sions of these ma.sses is deeply shaded 
on the north or deeply shaded on the 
south, and the figure of the masses — 
that is, the limit of tlie light and shade 
— scorns altered; ft slight change in the 
angle of elevation of the incident of 
light is also found to make more re- 
markable difiereiices. Of Posidonious, 
which is a low, nearly level plateau, 
within moderately raised borders, the 
mid-morning light shows vrith striking 
distinctness tho shield-like disc of the 
mountain, with narrow broken walls, 
and ill the interior broad, ca.sy undula- 
tion, ono large and several smaller 
craters; in tiio earlier morning more 
craters appear, and the interior ridges 
gather to form a broken terrace sub- 
ordinate to the principal ridge. This 
circumstance of an interior broken ter- 
race under the high main ring of tho 
mountain, is ascertained to be, in fact, 
quite frequent, but it is often concealed 
by tho shadow of the great ridge in 
early morning shadowa
